‘Gon-h-ea’ John owes a 
peculiar debt to Blackburn, and pro- 
poses to pay it. When Senator Black- 
burn’s brother was Governor, the Sen 
ator induced his brother, the Govern- 
or, to pardon a close kinsman of Gon- 
h-ea’ John before trial or conviction, 
and while a fugive from justice in 
Canada, because of indictments re- 
turned against him by the grand jury 
of Kenton county for forgery and em- 
bezzlement while city clerk of Cov 
ington. There will, however, be 
some music before that debt is paid 
in that way.” 

The antagonism between the two 
men dates back several years. Goe- 
bel was regarded by Sandford as hav- 
ing antagonized banking interests and 
in his vigorous way opposed the Sen- 
ator's politics! ambitions. He was in- 
strumental in defeating Goebel’s am- 
bition for the Appellate Judgeship, 
securing a split delegation from Goe- 
bel’s own county, and heading the 
opposition at the Augusta convention 
The antagonism engendered by this 
political warfare slumbered for sor-e 
time after the Augusta convention, 
neither side having occasion to make 
a decisive move. The next notable

Banker Standford. 



A Political Feud The Cause. 



Special to the Press. 

Washington, April 4, ’94. 

The growing importance and digni- 
ty of the Department of Agriculture 
ii due largely to the intimate connec- 
tion which it maintains with a large 
class of the population. It is com- 
monly supposed that the Department 
is maintained maiuly for tbe benefit 
of tbe farmer, but this is hot strictly 
the case. The scope of the Depart- 
ment has been so much broadened of 
late years, the addition of the Weath- 
er Bureau being a noticeable instance 
that its clientage is much more ex- 
tended than merely those whose occu- 
pation is that of farming. The dis- 
tribution of seeds is an illustration in 
point. The farmers are, ot course, 
expected to reap the main advantage 
from having placed at their disposal, 
free of cost, a variety of seeds. 

The fset is, however, thst every 
hyuaeholJer who has a little patch of 
garden has ms much right to these 
packsges of seed as if he ti led acres. 
Tbe seed distribution has reached such 
enormous proportions .that a vigorous 
effort is being made to bring it down 
within what is regarded as reasonable 
limits. The preeent Secretary esti- 
mate* that since the beginning of the 
system of seed distribution 54 years 
ago, there has been expended more 
than three millions of dollars, or an 
average of nearly sixty thousand each 
year. 

It is now the intention to furnish 
only those variety of seeds thst have 
been tested, and which have been 
found to be suitable for cultivation, 
in the various sections of the ooun-

Covington. Ky., April 11. — Cash- 
ier John L. 8andford, of the Farmers 
and Traders Bank, was shot and kill- 
* ed at the entrance to the First Na- 
tional Bank by State Senator Wm. E 
Goebe’. Not since tbe Swope-Good- 
loe tragedy at Lexington, which put 
the Bluegrass in mourning and shoc- 
ked the whole State, has Kentucky 
experienced so saddening an episode. 
The tragedy took place at 1:30 p. m., 
and that it did not terminate in a 
double killing, as did the Lexington 
affair, it almost unaccountable, when 
the circumstances of the encounter 
are understood. Tbe two men were 
iu arm’s length of each other, and 
they fired so nearly (simultaneously 
that witnesses express themselves un- 
able to estimate even the smallest por 
tion of time between the two explo- 
sions, and the wonder expressed is 
lot that one was hit but that the oth- 
er was missed. 

Bendford was shot through the head 
\ the bullet entering his forehead over 
the left eye at an upward range, and 
Goebel’s clothing was pierced to hi* 
■kin, ths ball from Sandford’s weapon 
entering his coat in front, passing 
across the left hip in a downward 
tange, entering his trousers and emer- 
,) ging cutting the flap of his cutaway 
f coat and splitting lithe left lap at the 
hip. Only the two shot* were fired , 
Sanford falling face dowu across the 
hank steps, and Goebel, with hit pis- 
tol still in potiiion, backing off a few 
steps. Seeing that his aim had been 
good, he placed his pistol in his poc- 
ket and walked off down street. 

Going to the police station he sur- 
rendered himself and executed |bond 
for 810,000 to appear when wanted. 
He refused to be interviewed except 
to say that he had to shoot to save his 
-own life, as Sandford began shooting 
first.

der them the most, suitable material 
for money, are: t! c value ol them, it 
changed at all, i.( only by small de- 
gree*; they ar ieadily divisible into 
auy uumbe- ■ f parts, which msy be 
reunited b* means of fusion without 
loss; th y do not deteriorate by being 
kepi; their firm and compact texture 
makes them difficult to wear; their 
scarcity that they possess great value 
in small bulk, and can of course be 
transported with ease, and the identi- 
ty is perfect.

Our creation as social beings carried 
with it a necessity for us to inter 
clinnge the product* of our intelli- 
gence and industry, for uo individual 
can produce sufficient sustenance di- 
rectly adapted to his wants, hut he 
may produce more of one particular 
article than is necessary to sustain 
him; this surplus he may exchange 
for other articles when he finds an in- 
dividual with other articles exceeding 
his needs. A glance at our industrial 
orga iization shows that it is based on 
a divi*ionJU"f employments, aud that 
members live and sustain themselves 
by an exchange of products. This 
exchange can lie practicable only 
when a medium of exchange is estab 
lislied and the moro convenient the 
system the 
ploy men t. 

While gold and silver have li »th 
been used as money as far back as ci- 
vilization qan be traced, yet at first 
all trade, such as it was, had to be 
carried on by a system of bartei, 
where a mau exchanges his own for 
the products of others; a system in 
which, for instance, so many sheep 
were given for so many cows, so much 
oru for so much wool, and so on, 
then us civilization progressed, this 
system of barter was misplaced by t lie 
employment of a common medium of 
exchange to be used iu buying anil 
selling between the people of certain 
tribes, there being scarcely any ex- 
change between the tribes. 

Nothing could be more apparent to 
the people of tnis day than the crudi- 
ty and great inconvenience of those 
systems of barter and exchange. The 
bulk, perishability and lack of trans- 
portation of these mediums, as well as 
uncertainty of seasons to produce 
them, being the chief annng hund- 
reds of drawbacks to the prosperity 
of people using them. Of course in- 
dustry could not thrive, nor the tribes 
flourish. Then comes a higher state 
of development, when metals, such ns 
iron, tin, lead, aud copper were em- 
ployed. 

The examination of the forms of 
currency, both metallic and non me. 
tallic, which have beeu mentioned, 
lends to certain definite conclusions as 
1 1 the course which the evolution of 
currency is pursuing. It appears that 
the melds tend to supersede all other 
forms of money among progressive 
peoples, and tlint certain metals tend 
to supersede the others. It should be

If old (i 'can's waters were lowered 
three miles more than half its great 
depth would lie taken away. All the 
great seas, such us tin* Mediterranean, 
the Caribbean, and those of the China 
coast, wot ik| vanish or be reduced to 
small baisins inclosed within a rim 
separating them from the shrunken 
field of waters. The lands, after u sub- 
sidence of two miles, would rather ex- 
ceed the ocean in area; with a subsid- 
denee of three they would occupy more 
than two-thirds of the earth's surface.
